City Solicitor Asked For an Opinion 
on the Latest Action of the 
Aldermen. 


The counter move in the game of 
chess being played by the city coun. 
cil and the commisSionérs, following 
the move of the aldermen last night 
in relieving the commissioners of au- 
thority to sélect and recommend the 
new power-house machinery, was 
taken thig morning, when the follow. 
ing letter was gent to City Solicitor 
Bewn by Commissioner Bouillon: 

March 8th, 1911. 
Mr. John C. F. Bown, 
City Solicitor, 
Dear Sir, 

1. At the meeting of the city 
council last night, the majority pass- 
ed the following resolution; 

“That the counct secure the opin- 
ion of a competent first-class engineer 
on any piece of Machinery it intends 


to buy under the present conditions 
for which the city have tenders at) 
present time.”’ 

2. Please give without delay, for 


my guidance, your official legal opin- 
ion of the effect, if any, of the reso- 
lution referred, to upon the powers, 
duties and responsibilities of the 
commissioners, 

3. It is only recently that the sys- 
tem outlined by the above mentioned | 
resolution was discontinued {pj Ed- 
monton, The amount of money) 
wasted under the inefficiency of the 
system will probably never be known, | 
but there js sufficient evidence left to 
make it unlikely that it will be for-| 
gotten; the crumbling pump-house, 
which could not be = finished; the 
botched sedimentation basin, which | 
could be only partly used; the dis-| 
appearance of material from the 
Power Plant; the improper construc- 
tion of street railway tracks; the new 
Power House; the vertical Robb en- 
sines and the museum of other ma- 
chines; the wreck of the gas plant; 
the coal conveyor, ete., are only some 
of the striking examples of the in- 
efficiency of the system which the 
commissioners have endeavored dur- 
ing the past year to depart trom | 
and abandon. 

4. It is my understanding that the | 
commissioners have the power, and 
that it is their legal duty, to Manage 
the city’s business, to choose the/| 
materials and types of machines, and) 
that they need spend only such funds 


as they deem necessary, Whether | 
or not the council would consider it 
its duty to provide funds for the 
above purpose I presume must be left} 
to the discretion of the mafority. | 
Please correct or confirm my above

The specifications for the gas works 
which the International Heating and 
loghting company, of Cleveland, will 
erect in this city in the event of a 
contract being negotiated with the 
city council, were submitted to Mna)or 
Armstrong this morning by the re- 
presentative of the company, C. 8. 
Eaton. His worship immediately for- 
warded the specifications to the en- 
gineering department, where estimates 
will be made ag to the cost of con- 
structing such a plant. The figures 
thus obtained will be used for the 
guldance of the council in their ne- 
gotiations with the company. 

The specifications call for six solid 


brick buildings with concrete floors 
and foundations. The buildings will} 
occupy ten acres of land. The stor-! 


age holder, which will have a capac- 
ity of 250,000 cubic feet, will rise 125 
feet above the ground when full of 
gas. It will be nocstructed of solid 
steel. 

The specifications also call for 50 
miles of-mains. There are at the pre- 
sent time 56 miles of water mains In 
city. 

The total cost of the completed 
plant is estimated at half a million 
dcllars.

Montreal, Mar, 8—Frank Laffson, 
known ten years ago as the slickest 
cattle rustier and horse thief the west 
ever produced between the Montana 
border and the Red Deer river, has 
invaded the east. But his mission {s 
peaceful and he comes with a broken 
spirit. 

Laffson was sentenced in 1901 to 
ten years in Stoney Mountain peniten- 
tiary. Shortly before his time had 
expired he was allowed out on parole 
on condition that he would leave the 
ccuntry. Yesterday he was in Mon- 
treal looking for a berth on a cattle 
stevmer which would carry him back 
to his old home in England, 

In the days of his prime Laffson 
wa: one of the hardest riders, most 
expert ropers and moat experienced 
alterers of brands in the whole ranch- 
ing area, He came out from England 
as a remittance man shortly after Pat 
urns, the Waldrons, Senator Coch- 
rune and the other pioneers of Cana- 
dian cattle ranching started to prove 
the world what the prairies wer¢ 
good for, and for eight or ten years 
was a well known figure at the big 
rcund-ups of the south country. 

He was a born athlete, could ait any 
broncho, could throw a rope with the 
beet of them, and did not know what 
fear was, 

But then remittances ran 
cattle punching is not a 
gume. He took to rustling 
ways worked alone, raiding down 
on a herd of steers grazing on the 
range, cutting out a bunch and driving 
them north into what was then unex-

Chicago Minister Makes Sensational 
Charges of Bribery in U.S. 


Senate. 
Chicago, March 8 —Charges of 
bribery in the United States Senate 


were made here last night. Speaking 
before a mass meeting at Elgin, 
| Rev, W. By Williams, pastor of the 
First Methodist Church, charged 
that $626,000 was spent in defending 
Senator Lorimer's seat jn Congress, 
and that of this sum one Senator, Who 
took part in the defense on the floor 
of the 6enate, received $165,000. 

Lat- 
er, Rev. Mr. Williams gaid he receiv- 
ed information from a reliable 
source and was ready to prove the 
truth of the statements made.

TO HAVE TRADE COMMISSIONER, 


Canada May Have Official Stationed at 
Washington, 


Ottawa, March 7,—It is stated here 
that a Canadian trade commissioner 
is likely to be placed penmanently at 
Washington in the near future. This 
it ls understood, will be the chief sub- 
Ject discussed by the Government and 
Ambassador Bryce, who ig to arrive 
from Washington Friday on his annual 


visit to the Canadian capital, It 
weuld be the first step towards ap- 
plying the commercial machinery 
needed to take advantage of the re- 
ciprocity agreement. Canada as

After Further Discussion in the 
Strathcona Council Question is Re- 


ferred to the Finance Committee 
for Report—Site for Industrial 
Enterprise. 


The discovery of a forgotten pro- 
cedure rule in the Strathcona’ char- 
ter, led to the inauguration of a new 
regulation last night, that the busi- 
ness of each department, should be 
referred automatically to its commit- 
tee. Henceforth routine business will 
be despatched with greater rapidity, 

The board of trade grant, once 
more involved the council in a dis- 
cussion, Ald. Rankin’s notice last 
Week of a motion to be made at last 
night's meeting giving the board of 
trade their $3,000 grant, proved to be 
out of order according to the solicitor 
and a new motion was made by Ald. 


Calder, This was defeated by an 
amendment of Ald. Laughlin’s that 
the matter ibe left in the hands of 


the finance committee to report next 
week. The amendment was carried 
and the motion lost. 

Grant to Children's Sheiter, 

A letter from Mayor Armstrong of 
Edmonton, inquiring about a grant to 
the children's shelter was referred to 
the finance committee tu report on. 

A letter from McGeorge & Chauvin, 
Edmonton, informed the city that the 
premium on their policy for the in- 
surance on the men engaged in the 
erection of the Mill Creek bridge, 
would be $245 as announced in last 
week's meeting, The letter was filed. 

Accounts to the amount of 
$12,020,92 were read and passed, 

Tots for Industries, 

The industrial committee recom- 
mended that the Whitworth Biscuit 
and Confectionery Co, be given a free 
site of three lots south of the busi- 
ness portion of the city, between the 
C.P.R, and the C.N.R, survey. When 
the council went into a committee of 
the whole, to consider it, Ald. Calder 
pointed out that the title would re- 
main with the city, until the condi- 
tions were complied with. Ald. Vogel 
took objection, that the company 
might put up their building and back 
out at the last minute, 

Ald. Tipton urged very strongly 
Persuading the company’ to locate 
here, as the business would likely 
grow to large dimensions in a few 
years, Mayor Davies thought there 
could be no doubt of a company that 
Was going to speat $20,000 on a 
building, going back on their prom- 
ise, Both he and Ald. Calder thought 
some effort should be made to give 
them the title immediately so they 
could, if necessary raise money on 
it. The industrial committees re- 
port was amended and adopted, 

More Cells for Police, 

The police committee urged that 
three additional cells be built in the 
one and their report was adopt- 
ed, 

The renting of the fire hall came in 
for some Alscussion, Nothing defin-

CUINESE BANDITS. 


Five Mundred Men Surrounded in 
Village, Which Was Fir sl. 


Victoria, B.C., March 6.——Itender- 
ed desperate by hunger, bands of 
hundreds of starving refugees are 
roving through the famine-stricken 
area of China, plundering and kill, 
ing, and a reign of terror prevails, 
according to persons who arrived 
here from the Orient yesterday, 

At Kunspan, five hundred refusees 
took possession of the town, and for 


two days ransacked the stores of 
everything available, killing or 
wounding all who resisted, Many 


villagers were slain and others were 
taken prisoners and held for ransom 

When the raiders moved on to 
Plunder the next village the Hun- 
span people held a council of war and 
decided to pursue the fugitives 
They came up with them in a small 
Village and surrounded the houses. 
The gates were locked and. the 
houses fired, 

The refugees brought five prison- 
ers into the compound in view of the 
besiegers and threatened to kill them 


unless the siege was raised, and on 
the villagers pressing them back to 
the burning building, they slowly 
hacked the five men to death. Three 
vther prisoners were tied to stnikes 
in the burning building and were 


burned with their captors,

Washington 
approximately 20,000 men, 
ing all branches of the service, is 
mebilizing along the Mexican border 
of the United States. It is officially 
stated, and the administration made 
sjecial efforts to substantiate the 
siatement that the sole purpose of this 
unusual mobilization was manoeuvres 
on a grand scale for the training of 
officers and men, 

While every effort was made in of- 
ficial circles, here to give this great 
movement the appearance of a sim- 
ple preparation for manoeuvres there 
were persistent rumors-that the Gov- 
ernment was preparing for more seri- 
ous eventualities. 

Confidential reports from Mexico of 
late have encouraged the belief of 
muny that the conditions in the Mexi- 
can Government are far from being 
as satisfactory as official assertions 
seem to indicate. Immense foreign 
interests are at stake in Chihuahua, 
for example, and their owners have 
been very uneasy as to what would 
happen to them in case of widespread 
disorders, 

Urgent Representations. 

There was a report in Washington 
today that urgent representations had 
beer made to the state department 
that unless the United States immedi- 
ately made adequate preparations to 
protect American and foreign inter- 
ests in Northern Mexico, an appeal 
would be, if it had mot already been 
made, to Great Britain to do so. The 
report could not be definitely con- 
firmed, but it was simultaneous with 
official announcements that an 
army was already concentrating with- 
in striking distance of the Mexican 
border. 

The White House itself gave out a 
Statement after the meeting of the 
Cebinet in explanation of the mass- 
ing of troops and reading as follows: 

Official Statement. 

“The War Department is mobilizing 
a division at full strength at San 
Autonio, Texas, for the purpose of 
field training of officers and men, 
and for the further purpose ot 
holding manoeuvres involving possi- 
ble operations against Galveston, 
There will be assembled at Galveston 
a foree of three regiments for the 
defence of that place against theoreti- 
cad attacks by the navy. 

“On the Pacific coast, the mobiliza- 
tion will involve a brigade of infant- 
r, in the Los Angeles district for the 
purpose of defending San Deigo and 
San Pedro against possible attack by 
the navy. The mobilization of these 
troops will furnish an excellent op- 
pcrtunity for the instruction of a 
number of senior officers in the eie- 

ments of higher command. It will 
also put to a practical test the pre- 
paredness of the staff department for 
the mobilization of troops,” 

Major General William H. Carter 
will command the provisional division, 
The brigades at San Antonio will be 
commanded by Brigadier Generals M. 
P. Maus, F. A. Smith and Ralph wW. 
Hoyt. The troops at Galveston vill 
be under the command of Brigadier 
General A. L. Mills. The troops in 
the Los Angeles district will be com- 
manded by Brigadier General Tasker 
Ht. Bliss,
